2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over EP -355 (Nagamoto et al . ) , for the reasons set forth 
in paragraph No. 3 of Paper No. 5, together with the following 
additional observations. Applicants argue that the recently 
submitted Declaration by co- inventors Kondo and Nagamoto 
overcomes the relied upon prior art rejections of record, but the 
Examiner strenuously disagrees. Applicants have not compared 
their claimed genus of articles with the closest prior art, 
namely a pressure sensitive adhesive layer coated on a 
photocurable resin backing comprising a urethane acrylate 
oligomer and a "reactive dilute monomer" or "photopolymerizable 
monomer" (not a polyene thiol resin as the rejection mistakenly 
stated), i.e. a dicyclopentanyl (meth) acrylate or a 
dicyclopentenyl (meth) acrylate which are each taught at page 3 
lines 19-20 of EP -355 and also at page 7 lines 19-20 of the 
specification) . Additionally, even if it was the closest prior 
art, applicants' Declaration comparing itself against a single 
solitary example of the reference in view of the breadth of their 
claims is clearly an inadequate showing to rebut the prima facie 
case. Finally, applicants' newly claimed range of 0.7 to 1.8 is 
also not seen to be sufficiently distant to distance itself from 
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the dynamic viscoelasticity tangent theta of 0.69 found by 
applicants' inventors for the tested example of the reference. 
In summary, applicants have not rebutted the prima facie case of 
record.
